ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 27t7i July 1966 

S.O. 2310.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that an industrial 
dispute exists between the employers in relation to the Visakhaputnam Port 
Trust, Vlsakhapatnam and their workmen in respect of the matter specified in 
the Schedule hereto annexed, 

And, whereas the Central Government considers it desirable to refer the said 
dispute for adjudication; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred hy section 7A and clause 
(rl) of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the industrial Disputes Art, 1947 (14 of 
1947), the Central Government hereby constitutes an Industrial Tribunal of which 
Shri Mohammed Najmuddin shall be the Presiding Officer, with headquarters at 
Hyderabad and refers the said dispute for adjudication to the said Tribunal.

Whether the demand for upfiradation of all the existing ‘B‘ category workers

S.O. 2311.—-Whereas, by an order of (ho Government of India in the Ministry 
of Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation, Department of Labour and Employ¬ 
ment No. 28(110)/00-LR.IV, dated the 27th July, 1988. an industrial dispute bet¬ 
ween the employers in relation to the Vlsakhapatnam Port Trust, Visakhapatnam 
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and their workmen, has been referred to the Industrial TrlTfunnl, Hyderabad for 
adjudication. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of 
section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1047 (14 of 1947'), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby prohibits the continuance of a strike to existence in the said poit 
in connection with the said dispute.
